Four Cities Added To the 
Hundred Thousand Class 
in Ten Years. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 14. — Re­ 
markable growth in population has 
been shown by a number of South­ 
ern cities in the last ten years, 
preliminary statistics of the bureau 
of the census show. Announcement 
of 
1920 populations have added 
four cities to those of the 100,000 
class in the South, making a total 
of ten, while seven cities have ad­ 
vanced into the class with 25,000 
or more population, making a total 
of 35 in that class. In all, the South 
hag 45 cities with *25.000 or more 
population. 
The c itie s which have advanced 
into the 100,000 class are San An­ 
tonio, Dallas, Houston and Norfolk. 
Of all the .cities in this class Hous­ 
ton 
showed the largest rate of 
growth. 75.2* per cent. Dallas was 
second with 72.6 per cent; Nor­ 
folk third with 71.6 per cent, and 
San 
Antonio fourth with 67.0 per 
cent. Nashville showed the smallest 
rate of growth.

ten years having been 66,872. San 
Antonio was second with 64,765, 
Houston third with 59,276 and Nor­ 
folk fourth with 48,325. New Or­ 
leans, the 
South's 
largest city, 
showed a numerical 
increase of 
48.144, which was fifth largest and 
a rate of growth of 14.2 per cent. 
Of the cities of the 25,000 to 
100.000 class, Miami, Fla., showed 
the highest rate of growth, its per­ 
centage having been 440.1, while 
Wichita Falls, Texas, ranks second 
with 
388.8 per went and Tulsa. 
Okla., third with 296.4 per cent. 
Tulsa advanced from 50th city of 
the South to 16th, Wichita Falls 
from 111th to 32nd, and Miami 
from 175th to 43rd. Other cities of 
this class which have more than 
doubled their population in the ten 
years are Knoxville with 114.1 per 
cent and Winston-Salem with 113.2 
per cent. 
It is not possible to give the 
1920 rank of all Southern cities of 
10.000 or more population as the 
population of several has not yet 
been announced. The following list 
shows the 1920 rank of cities of 
25.000 or more which is not likely 
to be changed by the population of 
cities yet to be announced.

Many people believe that and cat 
apples at meal times and between 
meals. They are beginning to come 
in now, those large, healthy-red 
Jonthans, and the sweet Grimes 
Golden apples. Apple lovers now 
are awakening to new life and the 
admirers of John Burroughs agree 
with him that a man has lost his 
youth when he has ceased to carry 
an apple in his pocket. 
Jonathan apples are coming from 
Arkansas and they sell for 2 pounds 
for 25 cents. The Grimes golden 
apples sell for 3 pounds for 25 
cents. Apple cider for 02.00 a gal­ 
lon is on the market. 
Other fruits that are on the mar­ 
ket this week are Tokay grapes 
which sell for 25 and 30 cents a 
pound; white grapes, 25 cents a 
pound; pears from Washington, 50 
and 60 cents a dozen; 
concord 
grapes, 50 cents a basket. 
Watermelons are very cheap now, 
selling as low as 25 cents each and 
on up to 45 cents each and the un­ 
usually fine ones for 3 cents a 
pound.

LTHOUGH William Henry Har­ 
rison was elected to the presi­ 
de acy aa the log-cabln candidate, in 
the 0rat of our frenzied, parading cam­ 
paigns, be was born to one of “tbs 
Aret families of Virginia,** in a manor 
house on the banks of the aristocratic 
James. 
As a son of Benjamin Har­ 
rison, signer of the Declaration, with 
the blood of Pocahontas in his veins, 
and as a descendant of a Cromwellian 
colonel who signed the death warrant 
of a king, no president has had a 
longer, more historic lineage. 
In ability William Henry Harrison 
fell below the standard of his prede­ 
cessors, He was elected not because 
he was a great statesman or a great 
soldier, bot because be was thoroughly 
representative of the new West, which 
flattered to see in the White House 
for the first time a Q U created In its 
own image. 
At 
Harrison’s 
inauguration 
the 
presidency entered an eclipse and 
was held for 20 years by secondary 
characters, who reigned, but did not 
rule. 
With men of the eminence of 
Clay and Webster, Calhoun and Ben-

G 
REATNESS and the presidency 
found John Tyler down on one 
knee, playing “knucks” with his boys 
in a pathway of his dooryard in Wil­ 
liamsburg, that stately old vice-regal 
village of colonial Virginia. He had 
not even heard that Harrison was IIL 
until destiny, without steam, wire or 
rail to carry it, sped to him from Wash­ 
ington by boat and buggy with the 
i news that the president had been dead 
a day and that the empty presidential 
chair was awaiting the vice president. 
Tyler belongs among the third# or 
fourth-rate presidents. 
Although a 
j clean-handed, kindly man of good pres- 
I ence and polished manner^, he was 
a mediocre country lawyer and a nap 
I rgw-minded politician, with a gift for 
getting offices that he hid no gift for ( 
filling- _ 
A* John Tyler stepped into the 
White House, its door closed against 
the party which had elected him only 
five months before. Death had turned 
I out the Whigs after 30 days of power 
1 and caused a political revolution. 
Clay looked upon the accidental pres­ 
ident as only a regent for the Harrl- 


ton treaty, which fixed the disputed 
boundary between Maine and Canada, 
and then he resigned. 
Upon Webster's retirement, Tyler 
installed In the state department bis 
mentor and Idol, John C. Calhoun, and 
thus completed the overturn. 
The 
cabinet was now out and out Demo* 
cretic and of the pro-slavery brand. 
Texas had seceded from Mexico, 
which had abolished slavery, and its 
American settlers, who were Dicing the 
choice of slave labor or free labor, 
were anxious to be admitted to the 
Union. 
The slave holders of the 
southern states wanted to expand 
their power over the vast Texan em­ 
pire as an offset to the rapid expan­ 
sion of the free states In the great 
West 
But northern sentiment was 
opposed. 
At an opportune moment for the 
annexationists, the ubiquitous John 
Bull, with his omnipresent gunboat, 
appeared on the Texan scene as a 
mediator 
between 
Mexicans 
and 
Texans His entry gave the slave in­ 
terests the needed villain for tip play, 
and the cry went ap that we most 
annex Texas to keep the British from 
grabbing it 
Nevertheless the senate rejected 
overwhelmingly the treaty of annexa- 
tlon. 
Thereupon Tyler proposed to 
beat the devil around the stump, and 
Texas was annexed the last night of 
the administration by a simple Joint 
resolution, rushed through the two 
houses of congress.

horrors of the world war are not 
brought vividly to the attention of 
every community in America. Pon­ 
totoc county is go different in this

T. J. Webb, a prominent farmer 
near Roff, this county, was in the 
News office this morning and re­ 
lated the story of the death of his 
son, Joseph H. Webb, who was with 
Company M, 110th Infantry, 88th 
division, which was in the thickest 
of the fray In France in 1018. The 
American Legion post at Roff, In 
fact, is named fdr Joseph Webb. 
Mr. and Mrs. Webb knew in a 
way that their son lost his life 
in the awful struggle, but they 
had never been able to gain any 
definite knowledge of the facts. Fi­ 
nally they advertised in the Ameri­ 
can Legion Weekly in an effort to 
locate some one who might know 
something of the fate of the lost 
son. Under date of September IO, 
Mr. Webb received the following pa­ 
thetic letter which tells the whole 
story and which is sufficient to 
bring tears to the eyes of the most 
hardened veteran:

his corps of men

Indian commissioner. 
Mr. Brents has been a resident of 
Ada since 1901 and for many years 
past connected with the Indian de­ 
partment in elimination of bootleg­ 
ging. He has 
as 
his 
assistants 
J. A. Johnston of Monett, Mo., F. 
M. Warner of Miami, M. R. Brents, 
of Ada and T. A. Hubbard of Sap- 


whl^-Yemefcered that office^ 
Brents was largely responsible for 
the capture and conviction of W. 
TBL Creek more, the king of boot­ 
leggers of Oklahoma, who is ser­ 
ving a term for his misdeeds. 
Mr. 
Brents' report, which was 
given a news reporter today, is 
a most unusual one. 
Singe June 
I t , when the grand jury adjourned 
Mt Muskogee, he was investigated, 
and 
will present 
to the 
federal 
grand jury at Ardmore next month, 
107 defenders charged with illicit 
distilling or aiding ip the making 
of intoxicants. 
He has twelve stills 
at his heme here that he has cap­ 
tured, besides many that were de­ 
stroyed at the time of their cap­ 
ture. 
In Coal county alone, with 
the assistance of his men, he nae 
arrested fifty-four persons and de­ 
stroyed over 1,500 gallons of beer, 
wine and whisky. At Henryetta and 
surrounding points 
in 
Okmulgee 
county he states that in ten days 
they poured 826 gallons of beer and 
wine and 
sixty-three 
gallons 
ot 
whiskey. 
He seized two complete 
stills that have a boiler capacity 
of fifty gallons. 
During his raids 
in Okmulgee county he arrested and 
confined in jail fourteen defenders 
among them being Marion .Porter, 
a wealth negro, securing from him 
a team of mules and a wagon. 
Officer Brents, in company with 
Sheriff Grail and deputy sheriffs 
J- W. Cross and Henry Brown of 
Seminole county, captured a still 
in full operation on the place of 
Jesse Stealman near Sasakwa. The 
still was guarded by Chief Waton. 
The boiler was found in the kitchen 
and the cooling apparatus on the 
dining table, and near at hand were 
nearly three gallons of whiskey. 
Ma^iy other arrests are to be 
made the coming week, preparatory 
to the session of the federal grand 
Jury. 
Mr. Brents’ territory includes the 
states of Arkansas, Oklahoma, Tex­ 
as, Missouri and 
Kansas 
and is 
known as district No. I, and has 
no connection with the revenue de­ 
partment, being confined exclusive­ 
ly to the Indian department. How­ 
ever, it is his purpose and wish 
to co-operate with all enforcement 
officers both county and city.
